The addition of the new $60 million Weyerhaeuser plant 
to the community added to the airport as well. The Weyer- 
haeuser Company, a frequent user of the airport, was a 
major donor in a fund drive that brought V.A.S.I. lights here. 

The V.A.S8.1. lights (Visible Approach Slope Indicators) 
are red and white lights that show pilots if their approach is 
too high or low. The airport also just finished installing new 
mediwm-intensity runway lights. 

With its two 5000-foot runways, only Traverse City has a 
longer runway in northern lower Michigan. Al Livrance, 
manager of the airport, said the runways will probably not 
ever be expanded because the airport is bounded on all sides. 
The military, however, is planning improvements at the air- 
port. The Avalanche will have more details of the planned 
improvements in the Sept. 30th issue. 

Currently, Livrance, Gil Ashton, the assistant manager, 
a secretary, county employee, and C.E.T.A. employee 
operate the airport. The airport earns most of its revenue 
through fuel sales and hanger/tie down fees. A new service 
added this year is rent-a-cars available to pilots and the 
general public. 

Besides a large hanger housing Dial-A-Ride offices, Kirt- 
land Community College has two hangers with classrooms at 
the airport. Livrance said the public is invited to come out to 
the airport terminal building for a tour or to ask questions 
about the operation.

seiners were creating the 
problems with lakefront 
residents and they should 
have their licenses removed. 

Becky Trout, representing 
the Higgins Lake Property 
Owners’ Assoc., said her 
group was opposed to the 
minnow seiners taking a 
natural resource from our 
area for free, She said the $5 
license fee they pay was 
ridiculous compared with 
the amount of minnows they 
harvest, 

John Scott, head of the 
DNR fisheries division, said 
the DNR is checking into 
other solutions to the 
problem including rearing 
minnows in ponds and using 
other less populated lakes. 

The bait dealers obtain 
most of their minnows from 
the Great Lakes but turn to 
inland Jakes during the 
summer to meet heavy 
demand when weather con- 
ditions aren’t right on the big 
lakes. Most of the minnows 
netted from Lake Margrethe 
and K.P. Lake are sold to 
Saginaw Bay perch fisher- 
men. 

The seiners like to use 
Lake Margrethe, K.P. Lake, 
Higgins Lake, and Tea, 
Grand, Long, Cedar, and 
Sand lakes because of their 
large minnow populations 
and bottoms that allow the 
seiners to walk easily in 
shallow water netting the 
minnows.

Romans 9: 19-26 

You have probably heard 
someone say, “‘The devil 
made me do it.’’ When any- 
thing goes contrary to our 
will we want to blame some- 
one else for it. Even though 
God has made His will 
known to us in the Bible, 
there are those who would 
blame God for not forcing 
them to obey His Word. 
“Thou wilt say then unto me, 
Why doth he yet find fault? 
For who hath resisted his 
will?”’ 

First, God’s election is fair 
because he is sovereign God 
and we are mere man. “Nay 
but, O man, who art thou 
that repliest against God?” 
Romans 9:20a. Man wants to 
play God, but he has neither 
the wisdom, judgment, 
power or position to question 
God’s justice. 

Second, God’s election is 
fair because He is the 
creator of all things. “Shall 
the thing formed say to him 
that formed it, Why hast 
thou made me thus? Hath

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Governor William G. Milliken, at- 
tempting to balance the current year 
budget and ready the fiscal 1982-83 
budget for his successor, was rejec- 
ted by the Legislature on his first. 
attempt to cut another $150 million 
from the budget but said there was 
no other alternative and would try 
again. 

Milliken’s budget director, Gerald 
Miller said the cut is the only 
feasible approach to the deficit 
facing the state and he would con- 
tinue to try to get the $150 million in 
cuts approved, 

Milliken said he shares the reluc- 
tance of legislators to make further 
cuts in education but added, ‘“There 
are no easy answers. The 
Legislature must face up to the need 
for an executive order of this magni- 
tude. Continued talk of alternatives 
that fail to bring real reductions in | 
spending does a real disservice to 
the people of Michigan, raising false 
hopes that there is an easy way out 
of a tough dilemma.”’ 

Budget director Miller — said, 
following rejection of the original 
order, the basic outline of the gover- 
nor’s proposal to be approved. 

The cuts proposed include $72.3 
million for public schools by 
reducing combined state-local funds 
by 2.38 percent; 32 million from 
four-year colleges and universities; 
$7 million from community colleges; 
$11.3 million from counties; and 
$27.4 million from cities, villages 
and townships. 

Alternatives developed by the 
House Fiscal Agency include a 
promise to restore those cuts in 
1982-83 or instead use various com- 
binations of the Medicaid account- 
ing change in conjunction with 
lesser cuts and/or borrowing from 
the state accident fund. 

Miller, however, said besides put-

On Budget Cuts after 
Initial Rejection

ting the state’s cash status in a pre- 
carious position, the accounting 
change or other proposals to paper 
over the deficit would further 
damage the state’s reputation on 
Wall Street. He called the proposed 
alternatives a ‘‘major disaster.” 

House Speaker Bobby Crim (D- 
Davison), who said the cuts were 
rejected in part to get legislative in- 
put into the process, said he needs a 
full review of the state’s various ac- 
counts to be satisfied the cash 
situation is as precarious as 
described by the administration. 

State Treasurer Loren Monroe 
said the cash deficit, if the budget 
cuts are not made, will be in excess 
of $700 million in the general fund 
and School Aid fund, 

Monroe suggested the deal with 
five Japanese banks to back the 
state’s $500 million borrowing in the 
next fiscal year could be jeopardized 
if the cash deficit is allowed to in- 
crease to that level. 

Crim added he also wants to press 
alternatives to borrow from the acci- 
dent fund - a quasi-state agency pro- 
viding workers’ compensation in- 
surance to companies unable to get 
coverage through the private 
markets. 

While not ruling out acceptance of 
the executive order as outlined by 
the governor, Crim said it is not 
likely it would be accepted. 

‘The harshness of those cuts on 
education are devastating. We 
would have 100 schools on the 
critical list, who could not meet their 
payrolls,’’ he said. 

Once the current year’s budget 
deficit is wiped out, the Legislature 
must then go to work to write a 
new fiscal 1982-83 budget which has 
already been revised downward 
because of declining revenues. 

That budget should be in place by 
October 1.

Several representatives of various canoe liveries were in at- 
tendance to ask why Penrod’s Canoe Livery had an off-premises 
sign. Mr. ‘Thompson requested the City Manager and City At- 
torney to explain the problem. Mr. Morford presented copies of 
the sign provision of the zoning ordinance. He detailed some of 
+4 the events relating to signs in the past. 

*Mr. Sabin was now present, 

The City Manager discussed the sign provisions in a C-2 
Zone. He noted that the sign under discussion supposedly was 
referring to an agent for the canoe livery who is operating at that 
site. Mr. Thompson asked if Mr. Morford considered that the 
sign was legal. Mr. Morford replied that in his opinion it was 
probably not a legal sign. Mr. Thompson stated that we have 
enough canoe livery signs in the City. Mr. Southard asked if 
even though the sign might be legal within the city ordinance it 
might be illegal under the state law. Mr. Miles stated that at this 
time he did not have any conclusive opinion regarding the 
question of state law. Mr. Miles and Mr. Sabin noted that the C-2 
Section of the city zoning ordinance allows only specific business 
on premises signs. Mr. Mileg observed that the sign in question 
was circumventing the law. Mr. Thompson stated that the 
Council will attempt to resolve the issue. Mr. Sabin stated that a 
review of the ordinance would seem that it would be possible to 
have a second business located on a particular site. Mr. Thomp- 
son noted that the people involved will be informed of the result 
of any action.

Meeting was called to order at 7:40 p.m. by Supervisor 
Fowler for the purpose of reviewing and discussing the Building 
Review Committee Report on the proposed Township Hall as 
advertised. Some concern was raised relative to whether two 
proposals should be offered on the ballot. One for the building as 
originally proposed with modifications, and one for office space 
only with modifications. Much discussion followed. It was the 
consensus of the Board to place a single question on the ballot 
relating to office space only with modifications for the present 
time. Wording to be: Shall a Township office building of ap- 
proximately 2880 aq. ft. (40’ x 72') be constructed provided no 
additional millage is required? Said wording subject to legal 
review. Incorporation of the fact that no additional millage is 
being pursued in the proposal was further discussed. The Board 
felt the question should be kept simple and any related 
questions, answers, or comments would be stated in a fact sheet. 
Bonkowski subrnitted a draft fact sheet for review. The 
suggested modifications to the proposed plans were reviewed. 
The consensus of the Board was to accept the recommendation 
of elimination of the proposed meeting room, covered entrance 
for said room, related septic system, parking, extra plumbing 
fixtures, air conditioning and heating unit, kitchen fixtures, and 
cabinets at the present time. _ 

The recommendation of elimination of the private bath was 
also accepted. A ceiling height of 8’ in the office area as proposed 
in the plans will be established. Permanent stud walls with stan- 
dard door heights was also accepted. Cost of finishing drywall 
and painting compared with paneling will be pursued. Medium 
priced fixtures and construction materials will alac be taken into 
consideration. 

It was the consensus of the Board that the entire job should 
not be rebid as recommended but rather negotiate the modifica- 
tions and alterations with the low bidders to save further costs.

The Natural Resources Commission at its meeting on 
June 12, 1982, under the authority of Secs.

1. Seasons: 

Zone 1 - Hunting and trapping, Octeber 25 af one year

Zone 2- Hunting only, January | through February.

7:00 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. local time 


3, Areas: 

Zone 1 - The Upper Peninsula, except Bois Blanc 
Istand & Drummond Island, which will be un- 
der Zone 2 regulations. 

Zone 2 - Cheboygan, Emmett, Presque Isle, Oscoda, 
Otsego, Montmorency, Alcona, and Alpena 
counties; also Bois Blanc Island & Drummond 
Island.
